FATHER CLEARY'S ELOQUENT ADDRESS 


Delivered Before a Large Audience Last 


Evening.—Busmen of Today, and 


a Banquet This Evening. 


The good citizens of Stevens Point 


are entertaining a numbej of strang- 
ers today, for the third time within 
two months, and, like on previous oc- 
casions, no effort is being spared to 
provide a pleasant and 
profitable 


time. This time the 6th biennial 
convention of the Catholic Knights of 
Wisconsin is being held in this city, 
the branches throughout the state 
being well represented, and when 
the officers, delegates and visitors get 
ready to depart for their respective 
homes, we believe one and all can 
sincerely say: "We met as strangers, 
but we depart as friends." 


Stevens Point has had comparatively 


few conventions,and none until within 
the past few years, but she has justly 
earned a reputation for hospitality in 
that liner as her people lay aside any 
little prejudices that they otherwise 
might feel and join hands for the com- 
mon good of all. 


In Wisconsin there are 164 branches 


of the Catholic Knights, each branch 
being represented by one delegate, 
with two exceptions, and these have 
two. Most of the delegates, includ- 
ing the state officers, arrived "here on 
Monday and Monday night, but a 
number came as late as Tuesday. 
Neatly decorated arches near the Cen- 
tral and Green Bay depots denoted a 
hearty welcome to the strangers as 
they arrived in the city, and after 
reaching the corner of Main street 
and Strongs avenue, their gaze met a 
double arch, truly indicating a double 
welcome, while most of our business 
places and many of our homes are ap- 
propriately trimmed with evergreens, 
bunting and flags. For many months 
the members of Branches No. 11 and 
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123 had been preparing for the recep- 
tion of their brother Knights, in a 
financial way, but it was not until a 
few weeks since that they got down 
to the final details and commenced 
preparations for the event. If any- 
thing has been left undone, it has 
not been 
intentional, but rather

The delegates and local Knights 


met at Foresters Hall, at 9 o'clock 
Tuesday morning, and after forming 
in line, marched south on Strongs 
avenue to .Clark street, tnence west 
to First street, from First to Main, 
east on Main to Church street, thence 
to St. Stephen's 
church, 
where 


Solemn High Mass was celebrated, 
with Rev. Nicholas July, of St. 
Johns, Calumet county, as celebrant: 
Rev. W. J. Piel, of Manitowoc, 
as deacon; Rev. Father Murphy, of 
Columbus, as sub-deacon, and Rev. J. 
A. Bourgmeyer, of Ouster, as» master 
of ceremonies. Others in the sanctu- 
ary were Rev. J. A. Geissler, of Kau- 
kauna ; Rev. Chas. Beyerle, of Grand 
Rapids; Rev. Jos. Wirtz, of Genoa; 
Rev. Father Becker, of Mauston, and 
Rev. L. Wurst, of Toman. Rev. M. 
H. Clifford, of Berlin, preached the 
sermon, and bis remarks were most 
earnest, eloquent and appropriate to 
the occasion. 
He dwelt at length 


upon the meaning of true knighthood, 
its origin, etc., and extended words 
of advice to his hearers, who listened 
with wrapt attention. The church, 
which had been nicely decorated for 
the occasion, by the Sisters, was filled 
to overflowing. The singing by the 
choir, who were accompanied by the 
organ and Amphion orchestra, was 
among the finest ever beard in the 
church.

On the return march from the 


church, Mrs. Moeskes, wife of Judge 
G. T. Moeskes, of Appleton, joined 
the ranks, keeping perfect step to the 
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music of the Amphions, and has the 
distinction of being the only lady who 
joined the procession of Knights. 


Upon returning to the Grand Opera 


House, the 6th biennial session, C. K. 
of W., was called to order by Presi- 
dent Wigman, of Green Bay, after 
which prayer was offered by Rev. M. 
J. Ward, of Beloit. Mayor Barker 
was then introduced and extended 
the freedom of the city to the visitors 
In the following words: 


"Mr. President and Gentlemen of 


the Order of Catholic Knights of 
Wisconsin: In the name ot the city 
I extend to you a hearty welcome. 
There is no city in Wisconsin but 
should feel pride in entertaining a 
body such as yours and composed as 
is the Catholic Knights, of solid 
representative citizens of the state. 
You are a force for great good in our 
community, and while your delibera- 
tions must be confined to yourselves, 
you cannot refuse the hospitality and 
support of all people. 


"The prosperity and solidity of your 


order is the result largely of the slow, 
methodical method by which your 
body was organized, and the great 
common sense of the men who formed 
your constitutions. Your growth has 
been remarkable, and marked not by 
hasty and crude membership, but by 
gathering into your ranks the most 
conservative of our citizens. 
The 


fraternal insurance societies are a 
peculiar growth of the last generation, 
and mark how far humanity has pro- 
greased in the paths of phllantrophy. 
Not only do you represent the abstract 
truths, fraternity, charity and love, 
but 
indirectly represent a 
great 


Christian church. I do not greet you 
in the name of the municipality any 
more than I do in the name of the 
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whole people of Stevens Point irre- 
spective of creed. We feel the honor 


conferred upon us by your choice ol 
this city, have earnestly anticipated 
your coming, and only regret our 
inability to more clearly demonstrate 
our respect. 
I have the honor ot 


extending to you the freedom of our 
city." 


President Wigman responded by 


returning to Mayor Barker the same 
hearty welcome that he had extended 
the Knights, and said that he felt 
assured that the promises of our dele- 
gates made two years before when 
they were endeavoring to procure the 
convention for Stevens Point would 
be fulfilled. 
Again giving thanks for 


the kind wishes, be said they would 
proceed to business, and thereafter 
addressed bis remarks to the delegates 
The first business transacted was the 
appointment of a committee on cre- 
dentials consisting of Ed. Gillen, ot 
Racine, Francis McGuire, of Hudson, 
and Chris. Roemer, of Appleton, after 
which the meeting adjourned until 
two o'clock in the afternoon.

FATHEB CLBABY SPEAKS. 


Nearly every seat in the Grand 


Opera House was occupied last even- 
ing, strangers and citizens turning 
out in vast numbers to hear Rev. 
J. M. Cleary deliver his famous lec- 
ture on the "Passion Jflay of Ober- 
ammergau," and at its conclusion 
none could fail to admit that this was 
a literary treat which few of the 
many seldom -feara the privilege €3' 
enjoy. Father Cleary,was introduced 
by Rev. W. J. Rice, and at once com- 
manded the closest attention of every 
person present, all being intent upon 
catching every word that dropped 
from his eloquent lips. Father Cleary 
is no stranger in Stevens Point, bis 
grand, clear voice having been heard 
here before, but at no time to such an 
advantage as this. He is a master of 
language, of striking appearance, with 
a face that beams with kindness and 
sincerity, and his power to describe 
and portray is something remarkable 
in itself. It was in 1890 that Father 
Cleary visited the little village of 
Oberammergau and witnessed the 
Passion Play, and he started out by 
describing some of the scenes along 
the route leading to the town, the 
people and peasants whom he met, 
and incidents that now and then pro- 
duced a hearty laughter. 
His de- 


scription of the great Christian dra- 
ma, in which was portrayed the life 
and crucifixion of Christ, left an im- 
pression on his hearers almost as 
deep as that which be felt himself 
when he witnessed the performance. 
This great play is presented every ten 
years, and is continued each Sunday, 
in accordance with a prayerful obli- 
gation which the people took upon 
themselves a couple of centuries ago, 
at a time when the plague was carry- 
ing off the people in large numbers. 
Since that time the custom had been 
faithfully carried out, but attracted 
no particular attention until the last 
forty or fifty years. 


Now when the play is given people 


come from not only all parts of Europe, 
but from every part of the civilized 
world as well, and each of the 600 
characters who appear on the great 
stage are portrayed by the villagers, 
who spend not only years, but a life 
time, it may be said, in preparation. 
Joseph Meyer, who represents the 
Sa\ior in the play, has appeared each 
time since 1860. The presentation of 
this play lasts for eight hours, the 
first part commencing at 8 o'clock in 
the morning and the second at \ in 
the afternoon. 
The most wonderful 


of all historical scenes, those of 
Christ's time, are portrayed witli an 
accuracy of detail and an intelligence 
of conception that is not approached 
in a drama on any other stage in tho 
civilized world, and FatherCleary'sde- 
scription,especially of the scene where- 
in Christ took leave of his parents 
and the events preceding, at the time 
and after the crucifixion, was inter- 
esting in every particular. 


At the conclusion of the address, 


Frank E. Fenton, of Marinette, was 
introduced and sang the 
"White 


Squall" in a clear baritone voice, and 
on receiving an encore responded with 
"Erin, My Country."

lons was next listened to and then 


E. O. Klmberley, of Janesville, 
called upon for a song. 
The 


Ool. has a magnificent voice, clear 
and distinct, aad delighted everyone 
in the vast building. 
Miss Halite 


Clark acted as accompanist for him 
throughout the evening. Commander 
Jones received a telegram that morn- 
Ing from ex-Gov. Hoard, one of the 
ipeakers advertised to be here, but 
jjirho was detained at home on account 
M pressing business engagements. 
Mi. Jones immediately wired Gov. 
Upham, at Marsbfleld, and the latter 
came down on the evening train, 
accompanied by Mrs. Upham. Wis- 
consin's chief executive was tbe first 
speaker introduced, and Gov. Upham 
began his remarks by stating that he 
did not come here in his official 
capacity, but as a comrade. 
The 


fpeakersaid his mind reverted back 
to 35 years ago tonight, the evening 
betore the battle of Bull Bun, fought 
July 21st, 
1861. 
An interesting 


account was then given of his being 
wounded and afterwards captured by 
the confederates, taken as a prisoner 
to one of the immense tobacco ware- 
houses, where he was confined many 
months. 
In the meantime it had 


been generally reported at his home 
that Mr. Upham was dead, and in 
fact memorial services were held at 
one of the Racine churches. 
The 


speaker referred to a history now 
used in southern schools, which in 
Its account of Jeff. Davls's capture 
and confinement at Ft. Monroe, says 
foe ex-president of the confederacy 
was'cfueW treated,' almost starved, 
etc., etc. 
Maj. Upham was an officer 


of the fort at this time and therefore 
in a position to say whether this 
statement was true or false. 
Mr. 


Davis occupied two pleasant rooms in 
one of the garrison buildings, but dur- 
ing tbe day was free to go where be 
wished within the good sized village 
that comprised the fort. Many a 
night the speaker and his distinguish- 
ed rebel prisoner sat smoking in the 
latter's room, Davis being a veritable 
ncyclopedia, and his knowledge of 
Wisconsin, especially, was very great. 
He was treated more like a guest 
than a prisoner of war, and never 
complained o! the way he was used. 


Mrs. Jos. Forsyth, one of Stevens 


Point's sweetest singers, favored the 
audience, with a solo, which was 
enthusiastically received. Col. E. B. 
Gray, of Madison, was next intro- 
duced and spoke for nearly an hour. 
He is a fluent, easy talker and said 
some witty things. Many of his re- 
marks, however, were entirely out of 
place In a gathering of that kind and 
disgusted at least a portion of the 
audience. -Another song by "Wiscon- 
sin's Soldier Singer," Col. Klmberley, 
put all In good humor, when M. P. 
Walsh, the Milwaukee ex-sheriff and 
printer, was announced. Mr. Walsh 
served in the same company with Ed. 
McGlachlin, of the Journal, and both 
suffered the hardships of Anderson- 
villc prison for several months. In 
closing his truly patriotic address, 
Mr. Walsh said he hopes to see every 
member of Stevens Point Post at St. 
Paul next September, but asked the 
privilege of personally entertaining 
Mr. McGlachlin and Henry Curran. 


"Tenting on the Old Camp Ground" 


was Col. Kimberly's next selection 
and was sung to perfection. 


Col. A. G. Weibsert, cx-Commandor 


in Chief of the G. A. R., concluded the 
speechrnaking with eloquent, sensible 
and earnest words, and in closing said 
that the glorious emblem of our coun- 
try, which cost billions of money and 
thousands of lives, was now just as 
dear to the veterans of the south as 
to those of the north. 


"Sherman's March to the Sea," 


which song, by the wav, Col. Kirnbcr- 
ley had the honor of first singing in 
the presence of the general to whom 
it was dedicated, was then enjoyed, 
after which "America" closed the 
evening's entertainment, the audience 
joining in the chorus.

A letter from Miss Benham stated 


that she would return to resume her 
former position as assistant in the 
High School for the sum of $900 per 
annum, an increase of $100, and a 
motion to grant the increase was 
adopted.

were adopted or deferred until ano- 
ther session. 
The most important, 


or the one that caused the most dis- 
cussion, was one Introduced by Eau 
Claire Branch No. 8, in which It was 
proposed to adopt a ritual providing 
for a form of initiation into the re- 
spective branches, and also to provide 
for signs, countersigns, passwords, 
etc. The tlrst part was adopted unani- 
mously, but the latter was rejected. 
The vote stood 8-t to CO, but as it re- 
quires a two-thirds vote to adopt, 
there will be no passwords for the en- 
suing two years. 
This action is 


raaiuly due to the active part taken 
by Archbishop Katzer, in which he 
opposed any form of secrecy, and said 
that if any such action carried, be 
would feel obliged to withdraw from 
the order. 


The age at which members can 


join is now 55 years, and an amend- 
ment to make the limit 45 years was 
also rejected. 
Hereafter if the num- 


ber of assessments should exceed 35, 
all such assessments in excess of that 
number shall be paid out ot the 
reserve fund. The highest nurat<jr 
thus far has been 21, and the above 
bange is made only to protect mem- 
bers in case of an epidemic. There 
is now over $60,000 In the reserve 
fund. 
Several amendments tending 


to wipe out the reserve fund, were 
killed. 


The following amendment 
was 


adopted by unanimous conseni : Sec. 
22 of the Reserve Fund Law is hereby 
amended by adding at the end of said 
section the 
following: 
And any 


member of the Reserve fund is for- 
bidden to receive either from the per- 
son applying for any loan or from the 
order either directly or indirectly any 
commission, gift or compensation for 
;,he procuring of any loan. 


An amendment introduced by Stev- 


ens Point Branch, No. 11, providing 
that financial secretaries of the vari- 
ous branches furnish a satisfactory 
bond, of not less than $200, before 
entering upon their duties, was adopt- 
ed without opposition.

MB. CHAirouN AND GENTLEMEN OP THE 


CONTENTION : 
I would bo presumptuous indewl to 


present myself against the distinguished 
gentleman to whom you have listened 
if this wore but a measuring of ability, 
bnt this is not n contest among persona 
The humblest citizen in all the laud 
when clad in the armor of a righteous 
cause is stronger than all tho whole 
hosts of error that they can bring. I 
come to speak to you in defense of a 
cause as holy as tho cause of liberty—the 
cause of humanity. 


When this debate is concluded, a mo- 


tion will be made to lay upon tho table 
tho resolution offered in commendation 
of the administration, and also the res- 
olution in condemnation of tho admin- 
istration. I shall object to bringing this 
question clown to a level of persons. 
The individual is an atom—'he is bora, 
ho acts, he dies—but principles arc eter- 
nal, and this has been a contest of prin- 
ciple. 


Never befnro in tho history of this 


country has there been witnessed such a 
contest as that through which we have 
passed. Never before in tho history of 
American politics has a great iasue been 
fought out as this issuo has been by tho 
voters themselves. On the 4th of March, 
1895, 
a few Democrats, most of them 


members- of rongretw, issued an address 
to the Democrats of the nation asserting 
that the money question was tho para- 
mount issue of the hour, asserting also 
the right of a majority of (ho Demo- 
cratic party to control tho position of 
the party on this paramount issue, con- 
cluding \\ith thu request that all believ- 
ers in free coinage of silver in tho Dem- 
ocratic party .should organize and take 
charge of and control the policy of the 
Democratic party. 


Three months later, at, Memphis, an 


organization was perfected and tho sil- 
ver Democrats went forth openly and 
boldly and couragronsly proclaiming 
their belief and declaring that if success- 
ful they would crystallize in a phitform 
the declaration which they had made, 
and thi.n began the conflict with a x.cal 
approaching the zeal which insphed tho 
crusaders who followed Peter tho Her- 
mit 
Onr silver Democrats went forth 


from victory unto victory until they are 
usst-mbli (1 now, not to discuss, not to 
debate, but to enter tho judgment ren- 
dered by the plain people of this coun- 
try. 


In this contest brother h.is heim or- 


rayod against brother and father against 
sou. 
The warmest tins of lovo and 


acquaintance and association have been 
disregarded. Old leaders have been cast 
asido when they refused to give ixprcs- 
sion to the sentiments of those whom 
they would lead, and new leaders have 
sprung up to give direction to this cause 
of truth. 


Thus has the- contest been waged, and 


•we have assembled here under as bind- ) 
ing and solemn instructions as were [ 
ever fastened upon the repn scntatives I 
of a people. We do not como as individ- ' 
rials. Why, as individuals wr might 
have boon glad to compliment tho gen- 
tleman from New York [Senator Hill]. 
But wo knew that tho people for whom 
•We speak would never Ix- willing to put 
him in a pobitioii where he could thwart 
the will of the Democratic party. 
I 


aay it was not a question of persons; it 
was a question of principle, and it is 
not with gladness, my friends, that wo 
find ourselves brought into conflict with 
those who are now arrayed on tho other 
tide. 
i 


The gentleman who just preceded 


(GoTWiior Rniwell) spoke of the old 
gtate of Massachusetts. Lot me assure 
him that not one perron in all tins con- 
vention entertains tho least hostility to 
tho people of tho stato of Massachusetts. 
But we stand here representing people 
who aro the equals before the law of the 
largest citizens in the state of Massa- 
chusetts. When you como before us and 
tell us that wo shall disturb your busi- 
ness interests, we reply that you have 
disturbed our business interests by your 
eoursc. 


Wo say to yon that you have made 


too limited in its application tho defi- 
nition of the business man. The man 
who is employed for wages is as much 
a business man as his employer. The 
attorney in a country town is as much 
a business man as the corporation coun- 
sel In a great metropolis. Tho merchant 
at tho crossroads store is as much a 
business man as tho merchant of New 
York. The fanner who goes forth in 
the morning and toils all day, begins in 
the spring and toils all summer, and by 
the application of brain and muscle to 
tho natural resources of this country 
creates wealth, is as much a business 
man as the man who goes upon tho 
board of trade and bets upon the price 
of grain. The minors who go a thousand 
feet into the earth or climb 2,000 feet 
upon the cliffs and bring forth from 
their hiding places the precious metals 
to bo poured in tho channels of trade aro 
as much business men as tho few finan- 
cial magnates who in a back room cor- 
ner tho money of the world. 


Wo come to speak for this broader 


class of business men. Ah, my friends, 
wo say not one word against those who 
live upon tho Atlantic coast; but those 
hardy pioneers who braved all tho dan- 
gers of the wilderness, who have made 
tho desert to blossom as tho rose—those 
pioneers away out there, roaring their 
children near to nature's heart, where 
they can minglo their voices with the 
voices of the birds; out there where 
they have erected schoolhonses for the* 
education of their young, and churches 
whore they praise their Creator, and 
cemeteries where sleep the ashes of their 
dead, are a« deserving of the considera- 
tion of this party as any people in this 
country. 


It is for those that wo speak. Wo do 


not come as aggressors. Our war is not 
a war of conquest. We aro fighting in 
tho defense of our homos, our families 
and posterity. Wo have petitioned, and 
our petitions have beou scorned. We 
liave entreated, and our enti'eaties have 
been disregarded. Wo have begged and 
they have mocked, and our calamity 
oanio. 
We beg no longer. Wo entreat 


no more. 
Wo petition no more. Wo 


defy them. 


The gentleman from Wisconsin has 


said ho foars a Robespierre. My friend, 
in this land of the free yon need fear no 
tyrant who will ppring up from among 
tho people. What wo need is an Andrew 
Jackson to stand as Jackson stood 
EigaiiiKt tho encroachments of aggran- 
dized weal tli. 


They toll us that this platform was 


made to catch votes. Wo reply to them 
that changing conditions mako new is- 
sues; that the principles upon which 
rest Democracy aro as everlasting as the 
liills, but that they must bo applied to 
new conditions as they arise. Condi- 
tions have arisen, and we aro attempt- 
ing to meet tlioso conditions. 


They toll us that tho income tax 


ought not to be brought in here. That 
is a now idea. They criticise us for our 
criticism of the supremo court of the 
United States. My fru nds, we have not 
criticised; we hnvo simply called atten- 
tion to what you know. If you want 
criticisms, road tho dissenting opinions 
of tho court. That will give you criti- 
cisms. Thoy say we passed an unconsti- 
tutional law. I deny it—the income tax 
was not unconstitutional when it. wius 
passed. 
It was not 
unconstitutional 


when it went, before the supremo court 
for the lirst time. l>did not become un- 
constitutional until one judge changed 
his mind; and wo cannot be exported to 
know when a judge will change hi.s 
mind. 


Tho income tax is a just law. It sim- 


ply intends to put tho burdens of gov- 
ernment justly upon tho backs of tho 
people. I am in favor of an income tax. 
When 1 find a man who is not willing 
to pay his share of tho burden of tho 
government which protects him, I find 
a man who i.s unworthy to enjoy tho 
blessings of a government like ours. 


lie says we aro opposing tho national 


bank currency. It is true. If yon will 
read what Thomas Benton said, you 
will find that ho said that in searching 
history ho could find but one parallel to 
Andrew Jackson. That wasUicero, who 
destroyed tho conspiracies of Catiline 
and saved Home. He did for Roma 
what Jackson did when he destroyed 
tho bank conspiracy and saved America. 


We say in our platform that we be- 


liovo that the right to coin money and 
issue money is a function of govern- 
ment. We believe it 
Wo l*lieve it is a 


part of sovereignty, and can no more, 
with safety, be delegated to private in- 


dividuals than we could afford to dele- 
gate to private individual* the power to 
make penal statute* or to lory laws for 
taxation. Mr. Jcffenou, who was once 
regarded as gcfcd Democratic authority, 
seems to have a different opinion from 
the gentleman who ban addremed us on 
the putt of the minority. Those who arc 
opposed to thia proposition tell us that 
the issue of paper money is a function 
of the bunk, and that the government 
ought to go out of the banking business. 
I stand with Jefferson rather than with 
them and tell them, as he did, that the 
issue of money is a function of the gov 
eminent and that the banks ought to 
go out of the government business. 


They complain about the plank which 


declares against the life tenure in office. 
They have tried to strain it to mean 
that which it does not mean. What we 
oppose in that plank is the life tenure 
that is being built up in Washington 
which excludes from participation in 
the benefits the humbler members of 
our society. I cannot dwell longer in 
my limited time. [Cries of "Go onl 
Goon!"] 


Let me call attention to two or three 


great things. The gentleman from Now 
York says that he will propose an 
amendment providing that this change- 
in our laws shall not affect contracts al- 
ready made. Let me remind him that 
there is no intention of affecting those 
contracts which, according to the pres- 
ent laws, aro made payable in gold. 
Bnt if ho means to say that we cannot 
change our monetary system without 
protecting those who have loaned money 
before the change was made, I want to 
ask him where, in law or in morals, he 
can find authority for not protecting the 
debtors when tho act of 1878 was 
passed, but now insists that we must 
protect tho creditor. Ho says he also 
wants to amend this law and provide 
that if we fail to maintain a parity 
within a year we will then suspend 
tho coinage of silver. We reply that 
when wo advocate a thing which we be- 
licvo will be successful we are not com- 
pelled to raise a doubt as to our own 
sincerity by trying to show what we 
will do if we can. I ask him, if he will 
apply his logic to us, why he does not 
apply it to himself? He says that he 
wants this country to try to secure an 
international agreement Why doesn't 
he toll us what ho is going to do if they 
fail to secure an international agree- 
ment? There is more reason for him to 
do that than for us to fail to maintain 
tho parity. They have tried for 80 years 
—for 30 years—to secure an interna- 
tional agreement, and those are waiting 
for it most patiently who don't want it 
at all. 


Now, rny friends, let mo come to the 


great paramount issue. If they ask us 
hero why it is that wo say more on the 
money question than wo say upon the 
tariff question, I reply that if protection 
has slain its thousands, tho gold stand- 
ard has slain its tons of thousands. If 
they ask us why wo did not embody all 
these things in our platform which we 
believe, wo reply to them that when we 
have restored tho money of tho constitu- 
tion all other necessary reforms will bo 
possible and that until that is done 
there is no reform that can be accom- 
plished. Why is it that within throe 
months such a change has como over tho 
fioutimeut of this country? Three months 
ago, when it was confidently assorted 
that those who believed in the gold 
standard would frame our platform and 
nominate our cnndidate, oven the advo- 
cates of the gold standard did not think 
that wo could elect a president, but they 
had good reason for tho suspicion, be- 
causo there is scarcely a state lion1 today 
asking for tho gold standard that i.s not 
within tho absolute control of tho Re- 
publican party. 


Bnt note tho change. Mr. Mclvinloy 


was nominated at St. Louis upon a plat- 
form that declared for tho maintenance 
of tho gold standard until it should lie 
changed into bimetallism by an inter 
national agreement Mr, McKinley was 
the most, popular man among the Re- 
publicans, and everybody threo months 
ago in the Republican party proplx-sird 
his election. 
How i.s it toda\'' Why, 


that man who used to boast that ho 
hxikod liko Napoleon—that m.ui shud- 
ders today when Ixo thinks that lie was 
nominated on tho anniversary of tho 
battle of Waterloo. Not only that, but 
as ho listens he can hoar with ever in- 
creasing distinctness the sound 
i if 
the 


waves as they boat upon the lonely 
shores of St. Helena. 


Why this change? Ah, my fru nds, is 


not the change evident to any one who ' 
will look at the matter? It. i.s no private 
character, however pure, no ]«>rsonal 
popularity, however great, that can pro- 
tect from tho avenging wrath of mi in- 
dignant people the man who \\ill either 
declare that he is in favor of fastening 
tho gold standard upon thisptopleor 
who is willing to surrender the right, of 
self government and plaoo the legisla- 
tive control in tho hands of foreign po- 
tentates nnd powers. 


Wo go forth confident that wo shall 


Win. 
Why? Because upon the para- 


mount uwoe in thlt campaign there \» 
not a spot of ground upon which the 
enemy will dan to challenge battle. 
Why,"if they tell us that the gold stand- 
ard is a good thing, we point to their 
platform and tell them that their plat- 
form pledges the party to get rid of a 
gold standard and substitute bimetal- 
lism. 


If tho gold standard is a good thing, 


why try to get rid of it? I might call at- 
tention to tho fact that some of the peo- 
ple who are in this convention today and 
who tell you that we ought to declare 
in favor of international bimetallism 
und thereby declare that a gold standard 
is wrong and that the principle of bi- 
metallism is better—these very people 
four months ago were open and avowed 
advocates of the gold standard and toll- 
ing us that we could not legislate two 
metals together even with all the world. 


I want to suggest this truth—that if 


the gold standard is a good thing we 
ought to declare in favor of its retention 
and not in favor of abandoning it; and 
if the gold standard is a bad thing, why 
should we wait until some other nations 
are willing to help us let go? Here is 
tho line of battle. We care not upon 
which issuo they force the fight. We 
are prepared to meet them on either is- 
sue or on both. If they tell us that the 
gold standard is the standard of civili- 
zation, wo reply to them that this, the 
most enlightened of all the nations of 
tho earth, has never declared for a gold 
Btanchird and both tho parties this year 
aro declaring against it. If the gold 
standard is tho standard of civilization, 
why, my friends, should wo not have 
it? So, if they come to meet us on that, 
we can present tho history of our nation. 


More than that, we can tell them 


this—that they will searc.h tho pages of 
history in vain to find a single instance 
in which tho common people of any land 
have ever declared themselves in favor 
of a gold standard. They can find where 
tho holders of fixed investments have. 
Mr. Carlisle said in 1878 that this was 
a struggle between the idle holders of 
idle capital and the struggling masses 
who produce the wealth and pay the 
taxes of the country; and, my friends, 
it is simply a question that we shall de- 
cide upon which side shall the Demo- 
cratic party fight—upon the side.of the 
idle holders of idle capital or upon the 
side of tho struggling masses? That is 
tho question that tho party must answer 
first, and then it must bo answered by 
each individual hereafter. 


Tho sympathies of the Democratic 


party, as described by the platform, aro 
on the side of tho struggling masses, 
who have ever been tho foundation of 
the Democratic party. 
There are two 


ideas of government. There are those 
who believe that if you just legislate 
to mako tho well to do prosperous 
their prosperity will leak through on 
those below. 
Tho Democratic idea has 


been that if you legislate to mako tho 
massos prosperous their prosperity will 
find its way up and through every class 
and rest upon it. 


Yon crane to us and toll us that the 


great cities aro in favor of tho gold 
standard. I tell you that tho groat cities 
rest upon theso broad and fertile prai- 
ries. 
Burn down your cities and leave 


our farms, and your cities will spring 
up again a^ if by magic; but destroy 
our farms, and tho grass will grow in 
the streets of every city in this country. 
My friends, wo shall declare that this 
nation i.s able to legislate for its own 
people on every question without wait- 
ing for tlin aid or consent of any other 
nation on earth. 
Upon that issue wo 


expect to carry ovory single state in this 
Union. 


I shall not slander the fair state of 


Massachusetts nor,tho .stato of New 
York by saying that when its citizens 
aro confrontt d with tho proposition, Is 
this nation able to attend to its own 
business?—I will not slander either one 
by saying that the people of those states 
will declare our helpless impotencyas a 
nation to attend to our own business. 


It is the is^uo of 
177(1 over again. 


Our ancestors, when but 3,000,000, had 
the courage to declare Ihnrpoliticnl in- 
dependence of every other nation upon 
earth. 
Shall w« , their descendants, 


when wo have grown to 70,000,000, de- 
clare that \\o are l< « independent than 
our forefathers? No, my friends, it will 
never lx> tho judgment of tins people. 


Therefore, we c.iro not upon wh.»t 


linos tho battle i.s fought. If they say 
bimetallism is good, but we cannot have 
it till some nation helps us, wo reply 
that, instead of having u gold standard 
because-England has, we shall restore 
bimetallism and then let England have 
bimetallism because the United States 
has. If they d.m- to como out and in tho 
opon and defend tho gold standard as a 
good thing, wo shall fight them to tho 
uttermost, having behind us tho pro- 
ducing masses of this nation and tho 
world. Having behind us tho commer- 
cial interests and tho laboring interests, 
and all tho toiling massas, wo shall an- 
swer their dom.inds for a gold standard 
by saying to thorn: You shall not press 
down ni)on tho brow of labor this orown 
of thorns. Yon shall not crucify man- 
kind upon a cross of gold.

Puzzling peoulu'K bruins Is a paying 


buslnesa If it be done cleverly enough. Tho 
antiro thinking world loves tho fight 
against intangible obstacles to be found in 
u good problem. It Is like playing chess 
or any other game requiring consideration 
and concentration without the necessity 
of a personal opponent. Great ns is the 
part played temporarily in the mental life 
of the civilized world by the famous puz- 
zles which come out from time to time, 
the origin of these is comparatively little 
known. Probably not ono In a thousand 
of the persons whoso huuds he has caused 
to ache lias ever henrd tho name of Sum 
Loyd. 


Mr. Loyd is a resident of Brooklyn and 


does his curious work in a house which 
has been built from tho proceeds of his puz- 
zles. He is, besides a puzzle maker, an art- 
ist of some ability, the inventor of several 
mechanical devices, a clever writer, a fine 
chess player and a profound and original 
mathematician. 
His ability In mathe- 


matics is at tho bottom of most of his suc- 
cessful puzzles and problems, though somo 
of his contrivances can bo traced to no oth- 
er source than knack and natural ingenu- 
ity. As he himself says of these, he "just 
happened to hit ou them." In general his 
puzzles may bo divided into two classes— 
those which are based upon some scloutlflo 
principle and those which are merely 
olianco puzzles. This last class may be sub- 
divided again Into puzzles requiring men- 
tal dexterity and those requiring manual 
dexterity to solve them. 


Of the first class the famous 15 block 


puzzle is a good example, and as Instances 
of tho two divisions of the second may be 
cited the galloping horse, which brandished 
its maddening legs in the face of a dis- 
tracted public to the extent of 100,000,000 
copies, and tho "pigs in clover," original- 
ly " La Petit Bagatelle,'' which spread ruin 
and devastation over the nervous systems 
of four continents only a few years ago 
with its obstinately perverse marbles run- 
ning in all directions except the right one 
around the little circular tracks. 


Probably this and tho 10 block puzzle 


are tho most prominent of Mi^ Loyd's In- 
ventions. To solve the pigs In clover puz- 
zle calls for steadiness-of nerve, control of 
temper and perseverance. Nobody has ever 
solved the 15 puzzle. 
An entire book 


might be written about the 15 block puz- 
zle without exhausting the literature of 
the subject already extant. 


"What one of your puzzles have you 


made tho most money out of?" aeked the 
reporter. 


"The donkey puzzle," said Mr. Loyd, 


"where the object Is to put the jockeys on 
the donkeys. 
This I patented and sold In 


large quantities, and no fewer than 100,- 
000,000 copies were printed, mostly for ad- 
vertising purposes. That is merely a trick 
puzzlo with no underlying problem. No 
real brain work is required to solve it; it's 
just a question of hitting on it. That was 
the way of its invention too; I just chanced 
upon it 
The same is true of tho pony 


puzzle. On a return voyage from Europe 
in 1868 one of my fellow passengers was 
.Governor Cm-tin of Pennsylvania. To en- 
liven the voyage I hod been propounding 
problems and performing tricks for some 
of tho others, and finally the governor chal- 
lenged mo to produce a new puzzle then 
and there. Sitting down with a pencil and 
paper I turned out the pony which has 
since become so famous, cut him in three 
pieces and turned him over to tho crowd 
to solve. 
The object is to show tho pony 


trotting. After vuinly puzzling over It 
Governor Curtin came to me for tho solu- 
tion, and on learning It offered to open a 
basket of champagne for tho man or wom- 
an who could make the animal gallop be- 
fore the voyage was over. Nobody got tho 
reward, and afterward I brcnight out tho 
puzzle through the American News com- 
pany. It spread to theextentof 1,000,000,- 
000 copirs. P. T. Barnum took it up first 
for advertising purposes line! ordered it in 
10,000,000 lots. 
'' Those are not the puzzles I am proud of, 


however. The best problems are those that 
hove a mathematical or scientific basis. 
Tho trick is to work out your puzzlo from 
Its scientific basis and then bo to conceal 
tho foundation as to make it imperceptible 
to the public. Take tho problem of tho 
two squares, the largo ono mirmountcd at 
ono corner by a smaller ono, tho exterior of 
the side of tho lurgor forming tho side of 
tho smaller. 
They may lx) of any tlzes 


provided they ore perfect squares. Tho ob- 
ject is to divide tho figure into throe parts 
which will form a perfect square, and Its 
solution Is based upon tho famous forty- 
seventh problem of Euclid. Similar in 
nature is tho Swiss flag trick, although 
based upon a different demonstration. 


"One interesting trick, arithmetical In- 


stead of geometrical, I picked tip from a 
little Swiss maiden of 7 yearn whose ac- 
quaintance I made at Altdorf. She played 
it with a daisy, challenging any of our 
party to beat her at it, the game being to 
pick off cither ono or two petals at a time 
and the object to leave tho last petal to 
your opponent. 
No matter who played 


Ilrst tho child boat ns every one. 
After- 


ward I studied out the problem and have 
since made u game of it." 


Others of Mr. Loyd's arithmetical puz- 


zles are the Columbus puzzle, a combina- 
tion of figures to be added up In a certain 
way, 
and the centennial puzzln of 1870— 


to add up the numerals 1, 2, 3, 4, fi, 0, 7, 
8 and 9, using each but once, so as tomnko 
the sum 100. To get this result fractions 
must ho used. 
Since his early chlldluxxl 


Mr. Loyd's mathematical bent has Ijeen 
very strong, and he frequently receives let- 
ters from tho most fumou* matli'-inatlflatw 
in this country and Kngland asking for 
his solution of various knotty problcmn 


Hundreds of dies'! problems of his In- 


vention have become famous, and ho Id 
probably the foremost fonnulator of chcs* 
problems in this country, if not in tho 
world. His first prize for a problem W.OH 
taken when he was but 14 yearn old, and 
ho has taken scores of others ninrc —Now 
York Sun.

MUST THE MEDDINQ RING GDI

Symbol «f MM'* AHtborltyT 


For 9,000 yean, over •luce the Roman* 


plighted their troth with a tiny Iron bund, 
tho magic circlet has kept lU hold upon 
tho world, but will that hold bo as firm In 
tho future? It must Iw remembered tlwt, 
after till, the ring is nothing more than a 
symbol; that the putting ou of u ring U 
liot uuce&iury to complete tho legal con 
tmct of marriage. 


Nor tire signs wanting that its ntnri 


already on the wane. The engagement 
ring may be regmxled us doomed, since 
Princess May substituted an engagement 
bracelet for tho conventional rlug of be- 
trothal. She has not indeed declined the 
"mystic symbol of the union of hearts" 
presented by tho Welsh people to tho Duke 
of York, but the refusal of tho engagement 
ring might quite fairly be regarded as the 
first step in the path toward the abolition 
of Its more important successor. 


There Is yet another argument against 


tho wedding ring. Tho ring was adopted 
as tho outward and visible sign of power 
and authority. 
In the oldon days, when 


messages wore scut by word of mouth, it 
was the custom, in order to prove tho au- 
thenticity of tho boaror, to intrust hint 
with the signet ring of tho uoudor. 


Thus, when a man took unto himself a 


wife, whom he placed at tlio hood of hi» 
household, that delegated authority wiw 
made visible to the world by conferring 
upon her tho all potent ring—the only dig' 
tinutiou being that the woman wore her 
ring on tho loft hand, as being the Inferior 
hand of the two, while the man, as lord 
and master, carried his upon tho right or 
superior hand. 


In a day, therefore, when tho woman 


claims tho authority in her own right and 
scornfully repudiates tho idea of being 
"delegated," it would be only consistent 
for her to refuse tho symbol. If indeed 
there should bo a conferring of rings at 
all, it would be more in keeping with the 
man to receive It, since the spirit of tho 
ago Is all in favor of his being tho dele- 
gated authority. 


It is not generally known that in all 


there are about 34 different makes of rings 
and throe qualities of gold. The cheap 
quality is In favor with the Scotch and 
Irish, while in tho north of England heavy 
rings ore in demand. Of tho two styles of 
ring—the round and tho brood sort—tho 
popular taste most approve* the hitter as 
being most showy. 
The want* of the 


United Kingdom In this respect are sup- 
plied for the most part by Birmingham, 
where the trade is to brisk that it is no un- 
common thing for one establishment to 
turn out batehe* of from 00 to 70 dozen a 
week, and so far M we can BOO at present 
there seems no prospect of any decay in 
their thriving trade.—Pearson's Magazine. 


The Now Caar». 


In the United States a newly elected 


president takes the oath of office, and there- 
by is president do facto and do jure for 
four yours by grace and will of tho sover- 
eign people. lu Russia tho people, direct- 
ly or by their representatives, take an oath 
of obedience to tho now sovereign and 
thereby place themselves under his com- 
mand so long as ho may live. In the one 
case the president swears that he will ob- 
serve and conform to the constitution and 
the law us made by tho people; in tho other 
the people swear that they will obey such 
laws as the czar may make. As a sequence 
of tho different methods of inauguration, 
assassination of tho chief magistrate is rare 
In the United States and frequent In Bui- 
eta. 


Vet it cannot bo denied that the Russian 


czar is regarded with affectionate, If super- 
stitious, reverence by tho commonalty of 
his vast realm. It is tho students, the law- 
yers, tho newly rich and tho disappointed 
politicians among tho old rich that are dis- 
affected. 
Tho Russian moujik neither do- 


Biros a republic nor understands the moan- 
ing of it. 
What ho may do 50 or even 20 


years henco Is doubtful. The world moves 
very fast after railways have been laid 
upon its surface, and railway building Is 
In progress throughout Russia. 


But at present tho throne of the czar 


seems to have tho attributes of durability. 
Tho now monarch is handsome and pleas- 
ing and Is said to bo wise. He manifests 
the utmost confluence in tho loyalty of his 
people and chafes under tho military guar- 
dianship that his advisers deem necessary 
for his protection during tho long ordeal of 
tho coronation festivities.

How to Cure Stooping. 


One of tho greatest and most common 


deformities of the day, observes a medical 
writer, is one that with core and attention 
can bo remedied. It is the round shoul- 
dered or stooping habit. Many of the most 
natural figures show this tendency to 
stoop, while in the narrow chested it is 
marked to a painful degree. And yet by 
raising oneself leisurely upon the toes in a 
perpendicular position several times a day 
this deformity could be easily rectified. 


To do this properly one must bo in a 


perfectly xipright position, the arms drop- 
ping at tho sides, the heels well together 
and the toes forming an angle of 45 de- 
grees. The rise should be made very sloV- 
ly and from the Iwlls of both feet, and the 
descent should be accomplished in the 
same way without swaying the body out of 
its perpendicular lino. The exercise Is not 
an easy one, but may be accomplished by 
perseverance and patience. It can he- mod- 
ified, too, by standing first on one leg, 
then on the other. Inflating and raising 
tho chest at the same time are a ]«irt of the 
exercise, and if persevered in will ulti- 
mately show nn increased chest measure- 
ment, development of lung power and per- 
fectly straight and erect figure.—Pearson'• 
Weekly.

Air iMJ.-rti-d | mli-r tlin Skin Will Float 


ti Man. 


Dr. Schneider-IYeiswerk, in 
Basle, 


has discovered a novel means of sav- 
ing life in marine accidents, which if 
generally used will probably 
lessen 


greatly the number of lives lost by 
.such accidents, says the Philadelphia 
Record. 


His invention has been pronounced 


•very important by the French Acad- 
emy of Sciences, which In one of their 
ItiKt meetings listened very attentively 
to a lecture by iJr. Lanveraux upon the 
new invention. 
The inventor does 


away with all artificial' belts and other 
floating appliances; he proposes to In- 
flate the cellular texture beneath the 
human skin on the breast, which, if 
filled with air, forms a natural pneu- 
matic belt, by the aid of which one 
may not only float himself but even 
support another body. The idea i.s said 
lo be perfectly practicable. 
It has been 


proved that a man weighing ICO pounds, 
whose specific weight is between l.OS 
and 1.10, whoso head may weigh seven 
pounds, needs only about 200 cubic 
inches of air within his body In order 
to float with the head out of the water. 
This amount of air is easily inserted 
into this hollow space 
beneath 
the 


skin with Dr. Schneider's aseptic syr- 
inges, which will in one injection in- 
flate from twenty to thirty-five cnliic 
inches of air. 
The introduction of the 


point, which is only two millimeters 
thick, will hardly be felt. Such a pump 
is not even necessary. It is much sim- 
pler to use a little apparatus, also pat- 
ented by Dr. Schneider, which consists 
of a hollow needle, a thin rubber hose 
eighteen inches long, into which this' 
needle is inserted. 
A little aseptic 


cotton placed into the open end of the 
rubber hose is all th.it is necessary. 
The skin is simply raised, the hollow 
needle introduced into it, and then the 
other end of the rubber hose is taken 
into the mouth and the man's own 
breath blown into it. Two deep res- 
pirations, which are blown into each 
Ride of the breast, will be sufficient U> 
float a man, however heavy.

A WAR REMINISCENCE 


SCENES AT HATCHER'S CREEK 
AND PETERSBURG RECALLED. 


John 11. Soat-e S|>«iilu to a Reporter of 


Stirring Sv*ui»~-Escaped with a Slight 
Wound, but, Like Other Vetrmui. Had 
Suffered Slut-e—A Story That 
Like a face from Ill»tory. 


From the Albany, N. T., Journal. 
John B. Seace, the widely known con- 
tractor and building mover of Albany, 
N. Y., has had an unusually Interest- 
ing life, and when seen by a reporter 
recently at his home. No. 15 Bradford 
street, told of his many experiences 
and adventures while serving under 
the old flag in the late war. 
Although 


having endured all the hardships and 
privations of life In the ranks. Mr. 
Scace bears his more than half a cen- 
tury of years with an elastic step and 
a keen mind, taking an active interest 
In private and public affairs. 


Mr. Scacc is a member of Berkshire 
Lodge No. 52, I. O. O. P. He enlisted 
in the army in 1S62, In company A. 
Forty-ninth Massachusetts Volunteer 
Infantry, serving under Colonel W. 
F. Bartlett, First Brigade, First Di- 
vision. Nineteenth Corps, with which 
he participated In some of the hottest 
battles of the war, including Port Hud- 
son. Donaldsonville and Plain Store, 
where he was wounded. His time be- 
ing out, he was discharged, but soon 
re-enlisted as sergeant in Company A, 
Sixty-first 
Regiment 
Massachusets 
Volunteer Infantry. 
He was in the 
battle of Hatcher's 
Run, the 
fight 
about Petersburg and the battle or 
Sailor's Creek. 


After his honorable discharge, June 


4, 1865. Mr. Scace returned to Albany 
and settled down once again to his 
business and social interests. He has 
resided in the 
city 
ever since. It

It is estimated that two years will be 


consumed in this globe girdling with a 
pious purpose, and during that time 
many an unregenerate heathen who 
hides his head in remote corners of the 
world will see for the first time a rail 
live bishop. The purpose of the journey 
is to organize mission conferences in va- 
rious parts of Korea, China and Japan. 


Japan will be the first country visited, 


and he expects to arrive at Tokyo about 
July 15. After a short stay be will take 


Bisiror JOYCE. 


a steamer for Korea, where his labors 
will commence in earnest. He will pre- 
side at a conference in that much dis- 
turbed laud and then travel into north- 
ern China, where ho will call into con- 
ference the missionaries who labor 
among the fiercest of the Mongolian 
tribes. Then ho will proceed to Fu- 
chnu, where a prosperous missionary 
representation will bo culled in confer- 
ence. In November Bishop Joyce expects 
to be at Shanghai, and at this point will 
bo begun the most hazardous part of his 
trip. He will charter a houseboat and 
in it proceed up the Yaug-tso for 
over 1,000 miles. This will take him 
into the wildest part of western China, 
whore no Methodist bishop has ever 
ventured before. Natives will haul the 
houseboat up as fur us tlio falls, from 
which point the jonrnoy will bo con- 
cluded in ti novel manner, the bishop 
being curried in u chair strapped to the 
backs of coolies. 


For four months ho will sojourn 


among tho fanatical and barbarous peo- 
ple who inhabit this remote section of 
tho Flowory Kingdom, visiting tho iso- 
lated mission stations and listening to 
tho stories of disaster, suffering and dis- 
heartening labor which the missionaries 
will have to offer. 
In tho early spring 


he will return to Japan, where ho will 
rest during tho months of May and June. 
On July 1 lie will cull a conferonee in 
that section and will ereute a new con- 
ference in southern Japan, according to 
the instructions of the general confer- 
ence. After that he will stiirtonco more 
for China and Korea and in November, 
1897, 
he will start for homo by tho way 


of India, visiting Jerusalem, Rome, 
Cairn, Paris and London on the way. 


Bishop Hnrtzell, who has been assign- 


ed to tho African station, has no small 
task before him either. lie takes the 
place of Bishop Taylor and is the only 
bishop in tho Methodist church regularly 
assigned (o a foreign post. 
There are 


about J5 mission stations in Africa, 
most of thorn in Liberia and the Kongo 
region. To re.ioh them Bishop Hivrt/.ell 
will have to travel mad)' thousands ot 
miles into the interior through (v coun- 
try which has proved extremely danger- 
ous to white men.

willing to wager no shrew was ever more

In the 
principal cities and at some of 
places which Burns made famous there 
will be elaborate ceremonies, which wil 
attract great audiences. At Edinburg) 
and Glasgow especially there will be 
programmes of memorial exercises tha 
will include literary, musical and con 
vivial features. 


One of the chief events will occur a 


Dumfries, where is located one of the 
largest of the maiiy monuments that th 
Scots have erected to the memory of tht 
popular bard. The celebration there 
will be conducted by the Dumfries Burn 
club and the Earl of Rosebery will ac 
as president. Local clubs and societies 
with representatives of similar organi 
zations from all parts of the world, wil 
join in procession and march to 
mausoleum where wreaths and other 
emblems will be deposited and fitting 
exercises held.

The statue can be seen for miles up 


and down tho river and marks one of 
the many historic spots in the neighbor- 
hood. The artist who executed the work 
is D. W. Stevenson, R. S. A., who took 
the details of the costume from the 
works of David Allon, who well knew 
Highland Mary anrl was, in his day, fa- 
mous for his illustrations of Scottish life 
and scenes, so it may safely be said that 
the statue is historically correct. 


Just across the waters of the Clyde is 


the Ayrshire coast which is replete with 
memories of Burns. In the city of Ayr 
itself stands a fine statue of tho poet 
which was unveiled a few years ago. 
Not fur from this statue, just outside 
the town, is the humble cottage in 
which Burns was born. 


The "auld clay biggin" is now a cher- 


ished spot and is religiously cared for 
by a society which, with true Scottish 
thrift, charges small admission to each 
visitor to the shriiie of poesy. Tho cot- 
tage stands today, it is said, as it did 
when, on that cold windy day in Jan- 
uary, 1759, "rantin, rovin Robin" first 
saw the light. Even now you ran read- 
ily see in what intense poverty Burns 
must have lived. There are only two 
rooms in the nonse outside of those 
used as a barn. 
It was in the kitchen 


where Burns was born 
The ronf 


is low and is scarcely six fwt from 
the floor of broken flagstone There is a 
fireplace on one side, where the family 
cooking was done, and the bed is made 
in a deep ledge beside it 
A table and

pelf has described it, that he was born,

At last by tho advance o 
chemical skill the secret of extracting it* 
alkaloids was found, and of these no losa 
than 13 are known and used, and some i 
thorn produce a valuable medicine at a lea 
cose than quinine itself. 


In 1854 the Dutch government under 


took to raise the trees in tho island of Java 
and now they have most prosperous plan 
tntions, but the most extensive and succes 
f ul of what may be called intelligently con 
ducted plantations are to bo found on tho 
elopes of the Himalayas aud in British 
Burma. In South America the bark 
obtained by first stripping tho trunk, then 
foiling the tree, but under English botan 
i§ts in India a way is found of partially 
stripping tho trunk and then surroundini 
it with moss, causing fresh bark to be pro 
duced. The botanists have even found a 
way of making the Iwirk fuller of tho de 
strable alkaloids. — New York Independent 


STARS AND PLANETS. 


Bead Till* *nd Then Ponder on the Awfu 


luimenitlty of Space. 


Some people find a curious difficulty in 


mentally distinguishing between stars am 
planets. Again and again they hear thai 
stars are suns jtnd that planets are worlds; 
that a sun is not a world ami that u plauci 
is not a star, and their confusion of mini 
on the subject remains untouched. 
the distinction is not really difficult to 
grasp, and to see it clearly is quite essou 
tial to any understanding of tho heavens. 
Our sun is a star, brother to all those 
twinkling points which lie scattered over 
the night sky. Our world is not n star, 
but a planet, sister to tho few shining bui 
nontwinkling bright bodies which appear 
to wander slowly among the stars. The 
planets belong to our solar system—all ol 
them, without exception, that we are able 
to see. 
Other planets belonging to other 


stars may and doubtless do exist in count- 
loss millions through the universe, but wo 
have no power to detect their presence. 
They, like the planets which belong to our 
sun, shine by the reflected brightness of 
their particular star, not by thoir own in- 
trintiic radiance, and so they cannot be 
seen at a very great distance. Any watcher 
with eyesight and telebcopes such as ours 
gazing from the region of any star in the 
sky outside our golur system would see 
nothing whatever of the planets or the 
moons of our system. He might make out 
the SUM as a more or less dim star. Ho 
would not be able to detect Jupiter or Sat- 
urn, still less our little earth. 


And it must bo remembered that every 


single star in the whole tiniverso lies out- 
side our solar system with only one excep- 
tion. That exception is our sun. So by 
the solar system \%e inutui tho little family 
or kingdom of one star, known to us as tho 
sun, 
and that star in one of tens of millions 


of stars which all together make up tho 
enormous stellar system, and that stellar 
system is doubtless oue of very many, per- 
haps millions, of stellar systems, all of 
which together make up the created uni- 
verse, using that word in its older and not 
in its more modern sense.—Chambers' 
Journal
